Article I. To choose a Town Clerk, one Selectman 
for three years, Treasurer, Tax Collector, one or more 
Highway Agents, one Trustee of Trust Funds for three 
years, two Library Trustees for three years and all] other 
necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


Article 2. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise to pay outstanding notes and interest. 


Article 3. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise to pay all other necessary town expenses 
for the ensuing year. 


Article 4. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for the support of the town poor. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
amount of money required by law to secure State Aid on 
Class 5 highways plus any additional amounts necessary. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to accept 
State Aid for construction of the Class 2 road known as 
the Plainfield-Meriden Stage Road and raise for said 
purpose the sum of $1,174.50. The State will contribute 
RO sD20 00. 
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Article 7. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
Town will vote to raise to assist citizens of Plainfield for 
a ward bed as needed in the Mary Hitchcock Hospital, 
Claremont Hospital, or both, also to appoint a committee 
to make resolutions regarding the same. 


Article 8. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for Memorial Day. 


Article 9..To see what sum of money, if any, the 
Town will vote to raise for snow removal. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $400 to assist in the control of 
White Pine Blister Rust. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum equal to not more than one one-hun- 
dredth of one per cent (1/100 of 1%) of the assessed 
valuation based on the assessment of 1941 for the pur- 
pose of advertising the attractions and resources of the 
town in connection with other towns in the Dartmouth 
Lake Sunapee Region. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to instruct 
the Selectmen to apply for State Aid for the completion 
or any part of the construction of the highway known as 
the Stage Road and borrow money therefor. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to discon- 
tinue the road beginning at the south end of the new 
road leading from the Exom Eaton place to the Osborne 
Rudd place and running westerly to the road leading 
past the John Lepan place to the Exom Eaton place.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Plainfield: 


It is my pleasure to submit herewith my ninth an- 
nual report on the activities of the Plainfield Schools. 
This is the twenty-third in a series of such reports. It does 
not attempt to give any philosophy in education, but 
rather to make a historical record of the activities of the 
schools, the number and names of the pupils who have 
graduated from the eighth grade and those who attend 
high school. 


Teachers 


The only teacher changes we have had this year is 
in the Brook School, which is being taught by Mrs. Ethel 
Millen, who had former experience in one room schools. 
Mrs. Millen’s maturity and earnestness of purpose is be- 
ing reflected in the attitude of the children. 


Mr. John Mitchell, a graduate of the University of 
New Hampshire, who replaced Mr. George Low as music 
supervisor at K. U. A., is conducting work in music in the 
two room and one room schools. Everyone seems pleased 
with his general conduct of the work. 


School Buildings and Transportation 


Transportation to the various schools is being car- 
ried on as heretofore, with the exception that the Meri- 
den route has had to be extended in a third direction, 
toward the easterly part of the town, near the home of 
Alfred Bean. 


The Brook and East Plainfield Schools are enjoying 
the privilege of sanitary toilet facilities, due to the appro- 
priation of $400.00 at the last annual meeting, for septic 
tanks for each of these schools. These were installed 
during the summer and are proving satisfactory. The 
‘materials and installation cost very close to the amount 
appropriated. 

The Plain School rooms and corridor were redeco- 
rated during the summer months. The exterior of the 
Meriden School should have a coat of paint, as should 
the Brook School where the roof also needs attention.

Budget and State Aid 


The budget for this year is slightly more than last 
year. We anticipate about the same amount for State 
Aid as we had last year, which was in the vicinity of 
$5,100.00, although this occasionally has to be reduced 
by the State Board, somewhat, in order to spread the 
State Aid appropriations for the school districts that are 
eligible, on account of the smallness of the state’s appro- 
priation. 


Health Work 


I call your attention to the work of Mrs. Hasham, 
the school nurse, which follows this report. 
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Conclusion 


In general I think the citizens of Plainfield may well 
feel proud of the schools. We should all be grateful to 
the teachers for their attention to individual needs, their 
devotion to the work at hand and their outlook for the 
general welfare of the children. We have been fortu- 
nate, in that all of our teachers are experienced, many 
of whom have gained most of their experience in the 
schools of Plainfield. It is hoped that sufficient money 
can be found to induce all of these teachers to: remain 
for the coming year. 


Surplus Commodities have been furnished to all of 
the schools and in most instances, good use has been 
made of these. The neighbors and citizens of East Plain- 
field and Meriden are to be commended for their assis- 
tance at school parties wherein some money was raised 
to buy equipment for noon lunches. Appreciation is here- 
by expressed to those who transport the children to 
schools, the teachers, pupils and parents and to the 
School Board Members, who in the last analysis bear the 
weight of the problems that confront us.
